Cleveland, Ohio, Bept. IO— Repre­ 
senting approximately half u mil­ 
lion coal miners, two thousand dele- 
ga*ch of the United Mine Worker* of 
America came to Cleveland yester­ 
day to formulate a wage scale to be 
presented to mine operators.
